Henderson and other honorees were 
honored for displaying great bravery in the 
face of dangerous conditions. Henderson 
placed fourth in the national ranking. 

The story of Henderson's bravery was 
described in the August issue of Firehouse 
Magazine: 

“On Dec. 13, 2015, the Van Buren Fire 
Department was dispatched to a working 
house fire in a tri-level-style home. Lt 
John Henderson arrived with his partner, 
Firefighter Campbell, and saw that the 
second floor of the home was well involved. 
with fire. Henderson was alerted to fact that. 
а young child was still inside the home. He 
rushed to the front door and directed his. 
attention to the area where police officers. 
had first observed achild; however, he could. 
only see smoke and fire conditions. With 
the fire only about 12-18 inches off of the. 
floor, he donned his SCBA only to realize 
he had left his helmet on the truck. Sensing 
he only had a matter of seconds to attempt a 
rescue, he entered the front door and began 


crawling on his stomach. Moments later, 
he felt the soft clothing of a small toddler. 
Under intense heat, Henderson dragged her 
with him back to the front door. He was met 


Mott Children’s Hospital after suffering 
burns to more than 50 percent of her body 
She has since been released.” 


Henderson reportedly offered his 
resignation from the VBT Fire Department 
recently when a new rule was instituted that 
said paid-per-call fire fighters had to work 


four duty crew shifts a month or be written 
up. This eliminates Henderson since his 
job as a teacher of closed-space rescues 
takes him from the community for weeks 


at a time, Last week he was in Arkansas, 


where he was called to help in a rescue. 

Just two weeks before pulling the little 
girl from the house fire in VBT, Henderson 
reportedly was promoted to lieutenant in 
the fire department, Then he was given а 
deadline of 30 days to complete a project of 
rewriting and bringing up to date a manual 
оп fire scene procedures or he would be 
put on probation for a year. Henderson had 
been delayed with that project because of 
his work in installing a support beam to 
make training safer for fellow firefighters

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VBT DDA reluctantly gives Aerotropolis another year

The Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority at its Oct. 25 
meeting was on the warpath telling 
Acrotropolis it no longer wanted to pay its 
$25,000 annual dues for zero retum. 
The DDA has paid the $25,000 yearly 
membership dues for the township since 
the Aerotropolis organized in 2009, which 
makes it $175,000 paid so far for nothing 
in return, DDA officials said. 

Butafter an hour-long, spirited discussio 
the DDA agreed to pay its dues and gave 
Acrotropolis one more year to prove its 
value to the township or the DDA could 
stop paying dues. 

DDA Executive Director Susan Ireland 
said it was to pay this year's 
$25,000 dues to Aerotropolis and it was 
in the budget, but she sat on it because of 
concerns of DDA members and invited

Crispus Attucks, a black militiaman, was 
assumed to be the first person killed during 
the Boston Massacre in 1770. He, along 
with an estimated 9,000 other black Patriot 
soldiers, was instrumental in the eventual 
Great Britain during the 
American Revolutionary War. Thousands 
of other African Americans responded 
to the call of freedom after the battles of

Lexington and Concord, 

Following the siege of the British at 
Yorktown in 1781 and at the conclusion 
of hostilities and the final surrender by 
England it was estimated that nearly one 
fourth of the Continental Army consisted 
of black soldiers. Finally in 1789 African 
American men could vote in five of the

Carolina. This was a milestone for black 
men within the boundaries of our fledgling 
new nation.

having the felony charge dropped, but he 
refused the offer and asked for the jury 
trial. 

Chapman waived his preliminary exam 
on these charges before 34th District Court 
Judge David Parrott on June 22 and was 
bound over to circuit court. 

Chapman also refused to give a DNA 
sample last year on an aggravated stalking 
charge, but 34th District Court Judge Brian 
Oakley dismissed the DNA charge. Then 
the Wayne County Prosecutor's Office 
appealed Judge Oakley's decision to circui 
court and the court reversed Oakley's 
decision. 

The 2015 DNA charge was sent back to 
34th District Court to be reheard because 
circuit court said the district court erred, 
Attomey John Day is defending Chapman 
this case and asked for an adjournment 
until Nov. 2 for a motions hearing 
Which was granted by Judge Oakley in 
September. 

Attorney Day was unsuccessful in getting 
this 2015 DNA charge consolidated with
